1. A dry erase board comprising: 


a body having dry epse characteristics, the body having at least one 
bent end, wherein the bent end is cqjpable of removably securing a sheet of paper to the 
5 body. 


2. The dry erase board of Claim 1 being in a flat state when shipped to a

section and a second bent section, wherein the first bent section contacts a surface of 
the sheet, and wherein the seccmd bent section contacts an edge of the sheet.
